Collectors Recyclers

Revocations for Failure to Report

2012 2013 2014

Latest report was due March 1, 2015

• Received from 473 collectors, 33 

recyclers

• 27 participants revoked for failing 

to report (down from 32 and 49 in 

previous cycles)



ANNUAL NET COST REPORT CYCLE

• Preliminary analysis of as-reported 2014 data

– Continue to see the trend of widely varying costs

–Weighted average across all reports shows current payment rates are adequate to cover 

the average net cost for recovery ($0.18/lb) and recycling ($0.24/lb) 

–Reports do not distinguish between CRT and non-CRT CEW

• CalRecycle remains interested in knowing specific information about 

industry trends in costs, revenues, and other market factors



INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT WITH CDFA

•Between CalRecycle / Division of Measurement Standards

•3 year agreement, initiated January 2015

•Extend awareness of Weighmaster applicability



INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT WITH CDFA

Strategy

• Improve industry understanding of Weighmaster rules

• Improve industry compliance with Weighmaster rules

•Take enforcement action as necessary



INTERAGENCY AGREEMENT WITH CDFA

Tactics

•Survey known licensed Weighmasters

•Approved Recyclers, certain Collectors

•Target suspected unlicensed Weighmasters

•Collectors buying from handlers, public

IMPLEMENTING AND IMPOSING CIVIL LIABILITIES

Statutory Authority: PRC, 42474(d) 

Civil penalties in an amount of  up to twenty-five thousand dollars 

($25,000) per violation may be administratively imposed by the 

Department of  Resources Recycling and Recovery against a person, 

including an authorized collector or covered electronic waste recycler, 

that makes a false statement or representation in any document filed, 

submitted, maintained, or used for purposes of  compliance with this 

chapter and associated regulations.
